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Miller County Negroes Who Killed 
F. S. Bullard Swung from Limb 
of Tree and Their Bodies 
Riddled with Bullets 
by Mob. 


Albany, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—Baker 
county was the scene of a triple lynch- 
ing early this morning. The affair took 
place about a mile from Newton, the 
county seat, and 21 miles below Al- 
bany. 

The mob's yictims were George Mc- 
Kinney, Garfleld McCoy and Wiley 
Anette, negroes who on last Saturday 
night cowardly murdered F. S. Bullard, 
a white farmer living near Peace, in Ba- 
ker county. 

The negroes were arrested on Monday 
and placed in jail at Newton. There 
was some talk of a lynching, but little 
attention was paid to it, there being an 
apparent dposltion to allow the law to 
take its course. 

The three murderers were not destined, 
however, to be legally tried and punished. 
It was just at midnight last night that 
Jaller William Screws was called from 
his bed by Bailiff B. C. Tucker, who 
had arrested McKinney, McCoy and 


Anette. 

The officer stated that he had another 
prisoner for jail, whereupon the jailer 
hastily dressed and proceeded to the jail, 
accompanied by the bailiff. The front 
door of the prison was opened and the 
jailer entered. 

In the twinkling of an eye it seemed 
a dozen men sprang out of the darkness 
and pistols were thrust into the face of 
Jailer Screws, the light of his lantern 
at the same time being extiinguished. 
“Open the inner door!“ was the stern 
command of a gruff voice. Jailer Screws 
obeyed with alacrity. 

In a minute McKinney, McCoy and 
Anette were in the hands of the ob. 
James Story, who is charged with the 
murder of John Leonard, colored, about 
a year ago, was also confined in the 
jail, but he was not molested. 

In the excitement of the mob’s attack 
Bailiff Tucker’s prisoner made his escape. 
The mob wasted no Ame. From the 
jail they passed out of town, going di- 
rectly west. A mile beyond the town 
limits they found a tree that evidently 
suited their purpose. 

The prisoners’ hands had already been 
tied behind them and nooses of hemp 
rope were quickly slipped over their 
heads. The three pieces of rope were 
thrown over a strong limb, eager hands 
pulled on the free ends, and the three 
bodies were drawn clear of the ground. 
The swinging bodies were then riddled 
with bullets. It is stated that hundreds 
of shots were fired. The clothing was 
literally shot from the three bodies, 
The lynching is greatly deplored in 
Baker county. It was totally. unexpect- 
ed, the mob having ‘perfected its plans 
without attracting attgntion. 

The fact that Bullard’s family is left 
in destitute ‘circumstances, his Wife be- 
ing a hopeless invalid, is one thing which 
greatly. inflamed the public feelings 
against the murderers. 

Brutal Murderer Caused Death. 


The murder which caused the lynching 
occurred Saturday night on the planta- 
tion of the murdered man. A large party 
of negroes had gathered to indulge in a 
frolic given by one of Mr. Buflard's 

hands, Caleb Reid. The negroes were 
from Miller, Barly and Baker counties. 
A number of the darkeys had loaded up 
on whisky before arriving at the frolic, 
and they soon started trouble by blow- 
ing out the lights. Reid could not quiet 
them. : 

At this juncture Mr. Bullard arrived 
and entered the room, commanding quiet. 
The three Miller county negroes, Wiley 
Anette, Garfleld McCoy and George Mc- 
Kinney, immediately drew their revolvers 
and began firing at Bullard, who fell 
mortally wounded, a bullet having en- 
tered his shoulder and ranged downward 
into the body. He lingered till Tuesday 
morning, when he died. Eight persons in 
all were wounded, all being negroes ex- 
cept Bullard. 

Warrants for Anette, McCoy and Me- 
Kinney were sworn out on the following 
day, and the three negroes were darrest- 
ed and placed in jail at Newton by Bailiff 
R. C. Tucker. A preliminary examina- 
tion was held on the Bullard place, Bul- 
lard making a statement, as well as some 
of the negros who were too severely 
wounded to be able to leave their beds. 
It was proven that McKinney fired the 
shot which killed Bullard.

Murder Still Suspected.

up. The coroner’s jury is satisfied that 
the negro was murdered, the theory 
that he had fallen from the trestle hay- 
ing been abandoned.

Hold That Trains To Be Taken Off 
Will Rob Macon of Large Out- 
side Trade — Enthusiastic 
Meeting Held Last 
Night.

Constitution Bureau, d Second Street, 
Macon, Ga, June 2%.—(Special.)—The 
leading business houses of Macon, the 
prominent professional men and the rail- 
roads entering the city were at the meet- 
ing at the chamber of commerce this 
evening to take part in the consideration 
of the changes In schedules which become 
effective here Sunday next. 

President Martin, of the chamber, pre- 
Sided and presented a card showing the 
sonedules maintained at present and then 
showed what effect the proposed change 
would have upon travel coming into and 
leaving Macon. 

Each road was handled separately by 
the president and while there are changes 
on every line centering here, the great- 
est objection was lodged against the Cen- 
fral line to Athens and the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah. Both these roads will 
discontinue trains which have been 
reaching the city during the early morn- 
ing hours and leaving late in the after- 
noon. These trains were used by outside 
patrons of Macon stores and now that 
they are to be withdrawn that patronage 
must cease, 

The representatives of the business 
houses were solid in a defhand for a 
restoration of these trains, while the rall- 
road men were open in their declarations 
to ald Miacon in any possible way in 
their power. 

Colonel Minter Wimberly, attorney for 
the Macon, Dublin and Savannah, speak- 
ing tor his road, declared that the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah could not maintain 
the “shoofly” schedules, a train arriving 
early in the morning and leaving late 
in the afternoon, at a dead loss, but in- 
timated that if the merchants would find 
it convenient to give that line some of 
the freight out of Macon, enough mig 
be made by the road in that way t 
counterbalance the loss sustained by the 
schedules now to be abandoned. 

A series of resolutions reciting. the 
changes and the objections to these 
changes were presented, the case being 
fully, clearly and completely set out, and 
calling upon the authorities to reconsider 
the proposed changes, or if that request 
cannot be complied with, asking that the 
order for a discontinuance be postponed 
for a period of two weeks, or some short- 
er time, in order that a conference be- 
tween the railroad officials and the cham- 
ber of Gommerce may be had in order to 
aijust the differences. 

President Martin was instructed to send 
a telegram to the officials of the various 
roads, outlining the work of today and 
advising them that copies of the resolu- 
tions would follow. A determined effort 
is being made to keep the schedules of 
the past in use. 


Changes on the Central. 


By the changes on the Central, train 
No. B, between Macon and Atlanta, will 
be discontinued, and in future will be 
known as No. 1, while trains No. 18 and 19, 
between Athens and Macon, are taken 
off. 

Under the schedule now in vogue train 
No. 1 leaves Savannah at 7 a. m., ar- 
rives in Macon at 1:10 p. m.; leaves Macon 
at 1:30 p. m., and get to Atlanta at 4:15

That train, No. 1, after tomorrow will 
leave Savannah at 8:45 a. m., arrive at 
Macon at 3:45 p. m.; leave Macon at 4:20

The king, who wore the uniform of 
colonel of the Grenadier Guards, rode on 
the grounds surrounded by a brilliant 
staff of an unusually large gathering of 
foreign military attaches. As the king 
halted at the saluting base the massed 
bands played the national anthem. After 
an inspection of troops, the ceremony of 
trooping the colors was carried out.

J. 8. Jones, Who Was Indicted for 
Alleged Refusal To Pay Tax, 
Will Make Test Case—Grand 
Jury Makes Final Report 
to Judge Lumpkin. 


Fulton county’s grand jury did not 
find sufficient cause to indict President 
James G. Rossman, charged with doing 
other than necessary work on the Sab- 
bath day, and yesterday returned a no 
bill against him. 

This action of the grand jury dismisses 
the case against Mr. Rossman, as the 
matter has already been up in the city 
court, and was sent to the grand jury 
by Judge Broyles that the state court 
might take action. 

By its action the grand jury decided 
that the keeping open of the several fea- 
tures of amusement at Ponce de Leon 
did not conflict with the state law re- 
garding the proper observance of the 
Sabbath day. 

The witnesses who appeared before the 
jury were Officers Goodson and Martin. 
Rev. A. R. Holderby was also sum- 
moned, but did not appear. 

When Mr. Rossman learned that the 
grand jury had returned a no Dill 
against him he was greatly pleased, and 
stated that the grand jury acted on the 
matter as he expected. 

Jones Will Fight Indictment. 

J. S. Jones, a stock broker, whose place 
of business is in the Prudential build- 
ing, was yesterday indicted by the grand 
jury for his alleged refusal to pay his 
state license tax for 1902. 

This is not the first time the case against 
Mr. Jones has been before the courts, as 
the matter was up a short time after the 
failure of the firm of W. E. Small & 
Co., of which Mr. Jones was a member, 
last year. At that time the case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court and Mr, 
Jones won the case. 

Mr. Jones, when seen yesterday, stated 
that he intended to make a test case of 
this, and that his attorneys, Anderson, 
Anderson & Thomas, would carry the 
matter to the highest courts in the land 
if necessary for final settlement. 

Mr. Jones sets forth the claim that he 
was a member of thé firm of W. E. Small 
& Co. and that this company paid the 
$1,000 tax for 1902, and that as he went into 
the same husinesg in the same glace at- 
ter the failure of the firm he was enti- 
tled to the benefits of the tax already 
pad. 

Grand Jury Makes Report. 

The grand jury for this term com- 
pleted its work vesterday and made its 
final report in the general bill of pre- 
sentments read before Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, of the superior court. 

The report this vear is one of the tamest 
on record, as no charges of even a mildly 
sensational nature were made in the bill.

There are delays of the law that are 
often aggravating to the impulsive ele- 
ment among men, but it were better 
to keep courts in session all the year 
through in every county of the United 
States to give speedy trial to accused 
men than that one such affair as that 
at Newton should occur in this or any 
other commonwealth of our enlighten- 
ed country. 

The only excuse that can possibly 
be pleaded in justification of lynch law 
is that the state is disbanded, the 
officials dead and the laws suspended 
by an inter regnum in which the nat- 
ural rights of men take the place of 
the orderly regulations of organized 
society. 

It is astounding to consider how far 
and fast this spirit of anarchy is trav- 
eling in this country. Not many years 
ago only brutal rapists and murderers 
of helpless women and children en- 
raged the people to these unlawful 
methods of vengeance. Now homi- 
cides of the ordinary types, the rob- 
bing of houses, the stealing of goods 
and chattels are in one ‘place and an- 
other enough to congregate a mob and 
cause à popular hanging or burning. 
It is no longer sectional, if it ever 
was, but is a nationally diffused crime 
and a growing menace to the good or 
der and -civilized procedures of the 
nation at large. 

It must be stopped! Any further 
increase of its virulence and caprices 
will put in jeopardy almost any man, 
white or black, justly or falsely ac- 
cused of crime. Society must be pro- 
tected from the _ recidivism of bar- 
barism. Government must be respect- 
ed and its laws obeyed. Justice must 
be speedy and exact. The whole fab- 
ric of our civilization totters on an in- 
secure base when every arm and sov- 
ereignty is broken through by irra- 
tional, irresponsible and bloody-mind- 
ed mobs. 1 

There is wisdom enough in our 
states to legislate such penalties upon 
this brand of anarchy as to make it 
dangerous for any man, other than a 
madman or a besotted idiot, to join 
a lynching party. Otherwise our meth- 
ods of government are a confessed fail- 
ure. What is needed is a public opin- 
ion in every state that will demand 
such penalties and their enforcement 
at whatever cost of life and money. 
The time when the lynching of a 
certain breed of brutes could be wink- 
ed at because of satisfaction that pun- 
ishment came to him quickly and to 
the uttermost, has given way to a time 
when the greater peril to society is 
the mob itself that does the work of 
vengeance. Against the growth of 
that evil the best sense of the nation 
needs to combine and enforce an ade- 
quate protection.

The Tax Maximum Bill. 

Yesterday the house of representa- 
tives passed Mr. Tigner’s bill to amend 
the constitution of the state so as to 
fix the maximum tax rate in the state 
at five mills on the dollar. A similar 
bill by Senator Chappell, of Muscogee, 
was passed two years ago by the sen- 
ate, but failed of consideration in the 
house. Now that this house has acted 
favorably upon the bill, it is confi- 
dently expected that this senate will 
readily concur and the proposition be 
sent to the reople for their ratifica- 
tion. : 

The bill has the merit of assuring 
the people that no higher rate than 
one-half of one per centum can be 
called for in the direct tax levies by 
the state. Any change from that rate 
must be to lower it rather than raise 
it, and so lessen the burdens of the 
taxpayers. 

In the passage of this bill there will 
be furnished another strong argument 
for the creation of boards to equalize 
taxation tnroughout the tate. The 
tax dodger is one of the chief spolia- 
tors of the state, because hé shifts the 
larger part of his dues upon the shoul- 
ders of those property holders who are 
too conscientious to render false re 
turns and cheat the state of a part of 
their contributions to the general gov- 
ernmental expenses. 

There is plenty of property, real and 
personal, with taxable franchises add- 
ed, to afford ample revenues on the 
basis fixed by the Tigner bill, provided 
every man is assessed and made to 
pay his taxes on an equitable propor- 
tion with his fellows. To secure that 
condition for the state is the supreme 
duty of its legislative and administra- 
tive guardians. ‘

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Education in the Philippines. 

A recent editorial in The Constitu- 
tion on the above named topic seems 
to have acted like gravel in the shoes 
of our valued contemporary, The Mil. 
waukee Sentinel. It stoutly combats, 
on the authority of The Manila Review 
of Trade, our contention that so far 
the endeavor to impose Ohio and Mas- 
sachusetts systems of education on 
the Filipinos has been a failure. 

It seems that the Manila paper 
thinks The Constitution based its edi- 
torial on the testimony of “some teach- 
er returned to the United States who 
proved a failure here“ —1. e., in the 
Philippines. But to our knowledge we 
have never talked with any teacher 
who has been in the Philippines, or 
had communication with one by letter 
or otherwise. The Constitution sent 
its own special representative to the 
Philippines, conferred with officials at 
first hand, and has obtained all its 
data far higher up than the lips 
of any complaining returned school- 
teacher, 

When Mr. Fred W. Atkinson was 
taken from the head of an exotic high 
school in Springfield, Mass., on the 
recommendation of President Eliot, of 
farvard, and made commissioner of 
education in the Philippines, it was 
freely predicted in educational circles 
in this country that the administration 
of school matters in the archipelago 
would be a failure. Mr. Atkinson is a 
cultured and accomplished gentleman, 
but he was also a young, ambitious, 
headstrong dilettante in educational 
ideas. He tried to erect for the Fili- 
pinos a ready-made, perfect-fitting sys- 
tem of schools, cut out from the long- 
evolved and now almost ideal pattern 
that obtains in Massachusetts. The 
Filipinos were not ready for that. 
They will not be for some generations. 
They are not hot-house orchids that 
bloom with nursing; they are wild 
olives and must be made wholesome 
by long and patient grafting and 
training.

This family of grapes embraces 
those magnificent table. rasin and wine grapes, 
such as the Black Hamburg, the Chasselas, 
the Muscat of Alexand*te, the Zinfandel and 
several hundred other varieties, our only 
kpowledge of which in the south has up to 
this time been in the raisins and wines made 
from them, and an occasional glimpse of 
them in the high-priced fruit stores on Broad- 
way. The e has been widespread that 
our climate both in summer end yinter has 
been against their successful culture for com- 
mercial purposes. Even our best known nur- 
serymen do not keep them in etock, and 
when asked for vines or cuttings have uni- 
versally replied: Do not try to raise them 
outside of a hot house, you will never suc- 

It is a source of congratulation that this 
error has now been explod and a new and 
boundless source of wealth u the farmers and 
horticulturalists of the south has been opened 
by the successful experiments of the govern- 
ment stations at Eariton, in Fioride, and at 
Southern Pines, in North Carolina. Thanks 
to the paternalism of the government (and of 
this kind of paternal government we cannot 
have too much), it has been conclusively dem- 
onstrated by the expert in viniculture, George 
O. Massman, under whose charge’ the work 
has been carried on during the pest four 
years, that neither the climate nor the soil 
of the south—and these two stations represent 
the limits of climate ip, our seétion of the 
cvuntry—are against the raising of these mag- 
nifleent grapes for commercial purposes. Three 
hundred varieties have been tried at the two 
stations in Florida and North Carolina, and 
some thirty varieties have been found well 
adapted for our uses, both as table, wine 
and raisin grapes. 

Mr. Hassman, who is without doubt the 
Kreatest expert in vine oulture and wine- 
making in the country, said to the writer: 
‘There is no possible doubt that these splen- 
did grapes can be ruised in the south. Select 
resistant stocks, so as to escape the rav- 
ages of the phylloxera, which destroyed the 
vineyards of France; thoose the proper va- 
rieties for your locality, and the people of 
the south will have the whole problem in 
their own hands. You need not fear the 
heat of summer nor the cold of winter.“ 

Here is another boundless field of richest 
possibility for our southern farmers! Our 
grapes could reach the New York market 
nearly a month ahead of the California prod- 
uct, and in course of time would be devel- 
oped the industries of raisin and winemaking. 
This latter business has already so far pro- 
ceeded in the south that a good article of 
claret and sauterne has been made from the 
common scuppernong, and the makers hare 
found it impossible to supply the demand. 
They (a wealthy firm in North Carolina) have 
leased all the scuppernong vineyards they can 
secure, and are now offering to make con- 
tracts for twenty-five years for a supply of 
the grapes at 35 cents to 7§ cents a bushel, 
according to quality. 

But, strange as it may seem, the expensive 
and successful experiments of the goverti- 
ment for the bene@t of the ‘southern farmer, 
with the viniferous grapes, have produced ne 
result, Not one of these gentlemen seem to 
be aware of the new source of wealth Isid 
at their feet by the patint and ekiliful 
work of Mr. Hassman. And there is even a 
rumor in the air that these stations are to 
be abandoned and the work removed to other 
sections of the country, more appreciative 
of the value of these experiments. King Cot- 
ton is in high feather these days, circling 
round 13 cents 4 pound, but he will have to 
reach very much higher than even thie un- 
paralleled price before an acre of his domain 
wil] equal in financial results an acre in 
the vineyards of Prince Bacchus. 

Mr. Hassman will shortly issue a farmers’ 
bulletin on the result of the government's 
work with the viniferous grape, but meanwhile 
will gladly answer all inquiries concerning the 
industry.

A Home for Inebriates. 

Editor Constitution: Feeling a great interest 
in the state of my adoption, I would like to see 
her measure up fully to her obligations and 
to provide all that is necessary to take care 
of tee unfortunate and tbe needy. Georgia 
is to be justly praised for the care she takes 
of her institutions and the provision shoe 
makes for their maintenance, but there seems 
to me that there is a class here, as elsewhere, 
that for the sake of publie good, provision 
ought to be made. It would be useless at 
this time to discuss the question of alcoholism 
in its various aspecta, the terrible fact is 
before us that this monster claims many vic- 
tims, and has been and is creating havoe in 
many homes, deetroying the happiness of many 
a heart and ruining the brightest prospects 
of a large number of our families. 

It is customary to treat the drunkard with 
contempt, and by many with but escaht sym- 
pathy. We forget that in the first place 
much of the blame for the making of drun- 
ards lies directly with the United States in 
the first instance, for it virtually gives the 
distiller permission, for a consideration, to 
carry on the work, and in the second place, 
with the state authorities, who add their 
Indorsement on the traffic, for a further con- 
sideration. Humantarians and students have 
reached the conclusion that inebriety is 
both a disease and an heirloom, and that 
both we and our fathers are responsible 
for the biighting of the ifyes of so many of 
our young and middleaged as well as of the 
old, for alcoholism fs no respecter of persona, 
and that instead of treating the drunkard 
with harshness and contempt, efforts ought 
to be made to reclaim him. This can be best 
accomplished by the establishment of a state 
home where the unfortunate victims can by 
preper training and treatment be taken care 
of, and where the proper and expert means 
can be used for their restoration. To quote 
an authority on the subject, he time has 
passed, or is rapidly passing. when the un- 
fortunate alcoholic is regarded as a semi- 
criminal, and when the biue-nosed bum at 
the corner saloon is looked at with no other 
emotion than that of aversion and disgust. 
Advancing hand in hand with science, hu- 
manitarianism has shown us that these un- 
fortunates are often the bound slaves of 
transmitted habit, and that they are unable

Senator Van Buren introduced a rall- 
road bill yesterday which promises to 
attract attention. It provides for the 
amendment of section 2171, of the code, 
relating to the construction of railroads, 
so as to permit the officials of a road to 
acquire the necessary right of way to 
shorten or straighten out its line when 
they deem it desirable. The provisions 
of the bill are embraced in the following 
amendment to the existing law: 


“After said railroad company has built 
or acquired a line of railroad it shall, 
for the purpose of reducing its grades 
and curvatures, have the power to re- 
locate and reconstrudé any such perves 
or portions of the same between its - 
mini as may be necessary and expedi- 
ent, in its discretion, as shown by the 
ection of its directors and officers, 
to this end shall have the same right 
and power to enter upon, condemn rights 
of way and construct sd road on the 
new location as it had on the original 
Une.“

No Divorce Tax. 

The general judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday afternoon promptly sat 
down on the bill which proposed to put 
a tax on divorees, the author of which 
was Mr. Granade, of Wilkes. Mr. Gran- 
ade proposed to make everybody to 
whom a divorce might be granted pay 
the state a tax of $40, and the party 
filing a suit to pay a tax ot . the in- 
come from this source te go to the state 
school fund. After a brief discussion 
the general judiciary committee soon de- 
cided that this would not do, and recom- 
mended that the bill do not pass. 

Two other bills considered by this com- 
mittee were acted on favorably and 
will be so reported on Monday. One 
of these is an interesting measure by 
Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, which proposes 
to deny the right of trial for insanity 
to persons convicted of felonies. The 
object of this bill is to prevent persons 
escaping the gallows on the much-abused 
insaniyy plea! It provides, however, that 
where there any question as to the 
mental condition of a person charged 
with a capital offense, he may de ex- 
amined by a committee of competent 
physicians who shall report to the gov- 
ernor, and the governor may, in his dis- 
cretion, send such person to the lunatic 
asylum until he fs discharged as cured, 
when he shall be called upon to stand 
trial for his crime. 

The other bill upon which a favorable 
report was made was by Mr. Daniel, of 
Emanuel, and provides for a system of 
fees for the court officers of the city 
court of Swainsboro.

Mr. Granade's plan is nothing 
more nor less than a proposition to put 
a tax on divorces. 

The first section of Mr. Granade's pill 
says that each husband or wife to whom 
a divoree is granted in this state shall 
pay the sum of $40 into the treasury of 
Georgia. But that ig not all. A tax of 
$10 is alse to be demanded from the peti- 


vorce, and according to section 8, after 
the requisite number of juries has passed 
on the application no divorce shall be 
granted in such case until the lucky 
party shall have paid 80 to the tax col- 
lector. Exception is made in all cases 
where the established ground of divorce 
is infidelity, end in such cases no tax is 
to be required, 


Under such a measure it would ap- 
pear that each-divorce granted an any 
other grounds than that stated would 
net the public school fund something 
like $120. Judging from court records, 
Such a law might tend to reduce mate- 
rially. taxation for school purposes. 

Wants No Speed Madness. 

“Go slow, there, chauffeur!“ 

Such is the purport of the oommand 
contained in a bill which Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, wants enacted into law. 

Mr. Calvin's bill provides that it shall 
be a misdemeanor for any party to run 
an automobile or motor vehicle in any 
city or incorporated town in Georgia at a 
speed greater than 8 miles an hour, and 
outside of city Uumits on country roads 
the speed shall under no circumstances 
exceed 15 miles an hour. The measure 
further provides that any such motor 
vehicle approaching any other vehicle 
on any road shall reduce its Speed to 
& maximum of 4 miles per hour.

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Supreme Court Decides That Pool 
Selling Is Illegal, and Uniess 
Law Is Changed There May 

Be No More Fairs in 


Georgia. 


As the result of a decision handed 
down yesterday morning by the supreme 
court there will probably be no fairs 
held in Georgia this year, unless the 
general assembly, now in session, 80 
changes the law as to allow pool selling 
on horse races. 

The decision handed down yesterday 
was in the case of the State v. M. 
Thrower, who conducts the Atlanta turf 
exchange. Judge L. S. Roan, of the su- 
perior court, had placed a fine of $500 on 
Mr. Thrower, who was charged with 
operating a gambling homse, and the su- 
preme court sustained the decision of the 
lower court. 

The Atlanta turf exchange was not 
operated yesterday afternoon. The place 
was opened for a time for the purpose 
of receiving bets on the races at Wash- 
ington park and Sheepshead Bay. The 
first races had been run and the money 
had been taken in for the second race. 
While the horses were at the post an 
order came to close the turf exchange. 
All bets were declared off and those who 
had made them received back their 
money. 

The. decision handed down by the su- 
preme court yesterday is believed to be 
a severe blow to all the fair associations 
of Georgia, as horse racing has been com- 
mon at all of them. 

J. H. Nunnally, one of the directors of 
the Southern Innterstate Fair Associa- 
tion, stated yesterday that while he op- 
posed the turf exchanges he did not think 
it right to make fhe law apply to bets 
on races that are actually being run. Un- 
less the law is so changed as to allow 
pool selling on races at places where 
they are run, he said, the Southern In- 
terstate Fair Association will this year 
lose about $13,000 if it is held, and a sim- 
ilar loss will be experienced by the state 
fair at Macon. 

There is now pending before the house 
of representatives a bill which legalizes 
the selling of pools on races at the places 
where they are being run.. The measure 
does not authorize the operating of turf 
exchanges. Renewed interest will prob- 
ably be manifested in this bill, and it is 
probable that a strong effort will be made 
to have it adopted by the house and sen- 
ate.

The Southern will contend that the train 
stopped at Spartanburg the day in qués- 
tion just as long as it usually does and 
that a number of passengers boarded the 
train on that de at Spartanburg, among 
this nymber being an aged man, with 
his wife. Affidavits from this couple will 
be presented. in which.they say they had 
ample time to board the train. 

Another contention of the Southern 
will be that the plaintiffs in these suits 
were college girls, and that they were 
busy kissing and hugging their school 
mates, and that they acted as if they 
had ali day to board the train, when in 
reality they had only a few minutes. 

It will also be contended by the defend- 
ant company that the conductor in 
charge, Captain 8.

CUBANS HALT 
OVER TREATIES 


Signing of the Final Con- 
ventions Has Been 
Postponed. 


Havana, June 2%.—The signing of the 
final treaties between Cuba and the 
United States has been postponed until 
next week because of the delay aris- 
ing from the questions raised at Wash- 
ington, It had previously been an- 
nounced that all the questions had been 
settled satisfactorily. A resolution pro- 
viding for adjournment of congress on 
July 4 is not thought likely to pass 
the house.

Low- 
man and Fielder & Allen, through their 
attorneys, Anderson, Anderson & Thomas. 

It ig alleged in the petition that the 
company has stated in writing that it is 
unable to meet its obligations, and its 
willingness to have bankruptcy proceed- 
ings instituted against it. 

It is set forth in the bill that the com- 
pany is in debt te the petitioners in the 
following amounts: The Constitution 
Publishing Company, $87.50; George 8. 
Lowman, $740.15; Fielder & Allen, $18.26. . 

The petition prayed the court to appoint 
a receiver to take charge of and conduct 
the large business of the concern in such 
& Way as would prevent the deterioration 
in value of the stock of goods on hand. 

Judge Newman appointed Thomas H. 
Northern and Peter G. Grant as receivers 
for the concern and instructed them to 
take charge of all the business, including 
both the branch houses at New Orleans, 
La., and at Buford, Ga. 

Colonel Anderson Talks. 

Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, one of the 
attorneys in the case, said yesterday, 
when speaking of the matter: 

“The Constitution only consented to per- 
mit the use of the claim held by it against 
the Allen-Miles Company upon the request 
of other ereditors, who informed it that 
they desired to use its claim in order to 
have the requisite number to give juris- 
diction to the case; it being informed, at 
the same time, that proceedings in bank- 


lutely necessary, and that the defendant 
company itself recognized its inability to 
go on with business, and would make no 
objections to this proceeding; the defend- 
ant company, in fact, admitted in writ- 
ing, On the application in bankruptcy, its 
inabflity to pay its debts and its willing- 
nesg to be adjudged a bankrupt.“ 

This company was organized leas than a 
year ago with a capital stock of $400,000, 
and started out to do business on a tre- 
mendous scale. Its business was the man- 
ufacturing of horse collars, bridles and 
saddles. Besides the main offices in At- 
lanta, branch houses were established fn 
New Orleans, and the large manufactur- 
ing plant already established in Buford, 
Ga., was also included. A branch house 
was also located in Chicago. 

One of the officers of the company, in 
speaking of the matter yesterday, said 
that he thought the liabilities of the com- 
pany would amount to almost $200,000, and 
that he believed all the creditors would be 
paid 100 cents on the dollar when the 
affairs of the company were wound up.

Prominent Railroad Man Re- 
signs as Fourth Vice 
President. 


Word has been received from Weshington, 
D. C., that Captain V. E. McBee has resigned 
his office as fourth vice president of the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad. 

The resignation was tendered to the board 
of directors at a meeting of the company held 
yesterday in New York city, and is to take 
effect on July |. For the present at least no 
one will be elected to succeed Captain McBee. 

This announcement will cause considerable 
surprise in the railroad world of the south, 
for Captain McBeen is one of the most popular 
railroad men in the business south of the Ohio 
river. He numbers his friends by the hun- 
dreds. The\ position from which he has just 
resigned gave him a fine opportuniy for the 
display of his ability along the lines of his 
business. 

Following is the telegram received from 
New York last night, which tells of the ten- 
der of his resignation: 

New York, June 26.—At a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Seaboard Air Line railway, held 
today, Captain V. E. McBee, fourth vice presi- 
dent, tendered his resignation to take effect 
on July |. Captain McBee proposes to take a 
vacation before taking up any additional work. 
The duties of the fourth vice president will 
be divided among the other officers of the 
company and the office of fourth vices presi- 
dent will not be filled at the present time.

OCCURS TODAY 


Fifth Regiment Will Have 
Fight at Piedmont 
Park. 


The annual sham battle of the Fifth 
regiment will be fought at Piedmont 
park this afternoon. Governor Terrell, 
his staff and all the local militia will be 
in the conflict. 

This will be the only sham battle to 
be fought here. The regular 4th of July 
battle will be fought in Rome, Ga. The 
regiment has spared no labor or expense 
to eclipse previous efforts and furnish At- 
lanta with an effort worthy of patronage 
and support. 

Each compnny has for the past several 
weeks been perfecting itself in the ex- 


tended order drill. The artillery and 
machine gun detachments have been de- 
veloped into crack organizations and ex- 
pect to do record shooting. The regiment 
will use khaki as fighting clothes. Thou- 
sands of rounds of ammunition have been 
procured and each man will be given 
all that he can fire. The mistakes of 
past years will be obviated as far as 
possible. 

The battle begins promptly at 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon and will conclude in 
time for ladies and children to reach 
their homes before dark. Arrangements 
have been made with the trolley company 
to furnish enough cars to handle the 
crowds. 

This year the Second battalion, Major 
H. L. Anderson in command, will be en- 
camped upon the heights. Around this 
encampment temporary fortifications 
have been thrown up, which have been 
undermined by the attacking party and 
will be blown into atoms by the explo- 
Sion of the dynamite and powder com- 
posing the mines. Supporting the infan- 
try will be the crack artillery detach- 
ment under the command of Lieutenant 
William M. Smith, of the Atlanta Grays. 

The First and Second battalions, under 
the command of Lieutenant Colonel W. 
W. Barker, will surprise the forces hold- 
ing the heights. Supporting the attack- 
ing forces will be the machine gun under 
the command of Major V. H. Sherer. 
In reality this will be a new sight to 
Atlanta. for in previous battles this gun 
has not been worked successfulv. owing 
to lack of proper ammunition. This time 
thousands of rounds have been secured 
from the arsenal in Connecticut and a 
perfect stream of fire will belch from 
its many barrels twwaml the heights 
Those holding the heights, though sur- 
prised, will make a desperate defense 
and will succeed in repulsing and driving 
back the attack. Being routed, Colonel 
Barker will rally his men under the brow 
of the hill, the machine gun will be moved 
raphy to the front and direct a raking 
fire against the heights, the band will 
play “Dixie” and with a magnificent 
cavalry charge on the flank, the heights 
will be taken.

Cornell’s Easy Victory. 

The ’varsity race, as a matter of fact, 
was a miserable walkover, Cornell taking 
the lead before the mile point had been 
reached and rowing away-from her com- 
pctitors in a manner so easy that at no 
time was she ever pressed for the firat 
place. The result was that in the last 
mile, where if pushed she would have 
rowed from 31 to 33 strokes per minute, 
she held a 28 clip almost to the finish; 
crossing the line at not over 30 strokes 
per minute and fully nine lengths ahead 
of all competitors. 

But the work of Georgetown in the 
’varsity race was a great surprise. Her 
crew instead of being, as in previous 
years here, vacillating in stroke and form, 
was in both respects extremely steady. 
At the second mile, when it was supposed 
that both Georgetown and Syracuse 
wculd. have been practically finished for 
any place except fifth or sixth, the re- 
markable crew, with a slight inerease of 
stroke, pulled steadily out of the bunch, 
end while absolutely unable to reducé the 
enormous lead of Cornell, showed their 
superiority over all the other crews in 
the race. 

Prior to the races the four-oared event 
was practically conceded to be Pennsyl- 
vania’s, because her féur was known to 
have had more practige than the others, 
and to have shown better form, but Cor- 
nell beat her out by g third of a length. 

The freshmen eight/oared event was one 
of the great surprises of the day. 

Cornell did not disappoint her adherents.

LATE MONTHS PARTICIPATED 


Movement Was Light and Weather 
Again Unfavorable—Close Was 
Steady 6 to 17 Points

New York, June 26.—The cotton marke: 
opened steady at a decline of 3 points 
to an advance of 9 points and at first re- 
flected the uncertainty of the trade over 
the attitude of the bull clique’in connec- 
tion with July notices, which were is- 
sued to the extent of about 90,000 bales, 
or greatly in excess of previous day es- 
timates. Cables were also rather disap- 
pointing at the time of the local open- 
ing, and for a time prices showed 4 
downward tendency.

After the first advance the 
market ruled tirm with small offerings, 
except in the remote positions. There 
were, indeed, occasional setbacks as @ 
result of realizing, but generally speak- 
ing te course of values Was upward until 
July and August had reached new high 
records for the season, the former month 
selling at 13.20 and the latter at 13.0. Just 
before the close there was enough realiz- 
ing to ease values off from the pest, but 
the market was finally very steady net 
6 to 17 points higher. Total sales were 
estimated at 300,000 bales.

Corn sympathized with wheat, and the 
early weakness in the latter market:

Chicago, June 26.—Excitement contin- 
ved to run high in the wheat pit today.

However, reports 
that the spring crop was deteriorating 
served to put the shorts in a ngerous 
pesition, and a big demand from this 
source served to bring an advancing ten- 
dency, and as the day wore on there was 
considerable strength. Receipts were 
light. Light stocks were also a feature, 
though the primary market movement 
reflected accumulations. The cables were 
steady and foreign operations were with- 
out feature. The crop and weather infor- 
mation attracted the bulk of attention, 
and not a few were disposed to figure 
that some of the reports were gross exag- 
gcrations. However, as a result of the 
day's operations the general short in- 
terest was further dec . 

The corn market displayed a better 
tendency, though the trade on the whoie 
was rather professional and narrow.

JIM ERWIN CASE REVERSED. 


Case Is of Remarkable Nature, and 
Has Been Stubbornly 
Fought. 
The supreme court has for the second 
time reversed the decision of the lower 
court in the case of Jim Erwin, colored, 
who was recently convicted in the crimi- 
nal superior court of the charge of at- 
tempted robbery, marking another chap- 
ter in one of the most stubbornly fought 
legal contests and the most remarkable 
case of its kind ever known in the Ful- 
ton county courts. 
Jim Erwin was held a prisoner in the 
Tower for a year and a half charged with 
complicity in the murder of Policeman 
E. H. DeBray and was finally release 
on his own recognizance. Last August, 
a few weeks after his release, he was 
again taken into custody on the charge 
of robbery and has been in the Towor 
ever since. 
Erwin was first tried and convicted on 
an indictment charging robbery, but on 
application of his counsel, Attorney S. C. 
Crane, Judge Roan reversed the verdict 
and granted a new trial. The matter was 
then taken before another grand jury 
and the prisoner was indicted on a charge 
of attempt to rob, growing out of the 
fame transaction. He was found guilty, 
Judge Roan refused a new trial and At- 
torney Crane appealed the case to the su- 
preme court, which tribunal granted an- 
other hearing. A new indictment was 
then returned by another grand jury, 
charging attempt to rob and again Er- 
win was found guilty. Judge Roan re- 
fused an application for a new trial, but 
on Thursday the supreme court handed 
down a decision again reversing the lower 
court. 
It is not known just what steps will 
rext be taken in the matter. The case is 
said to be without a parallel in the court 
annals of Fulton county.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 2.—Dealings in stocks 
were even smaller and the fluctuations 
were even narrower than yesterday. 
With the cessation of the liquidation in 
United States Steel second 5s the activ- 
ity of the bond market also fell off to 
nominal proportions. Even the usual Fri- 
day’s tendency to close up outstanding 
contracts and get away to the country 
for Saturday, which gives an occasional 
impetus to Friday’s business during the 
summer season, failed to make an im- 
pression on the semi-stagnation of the 
market. There was as little response to 
the seemingly favorable news of the day 
as there was yesterday to the rather 
unfavorable conditions. The whole mar- 
ket for stocks seemed to be more feeble 
in view of the active speculation in the 
cotton and cereal markets. What strength 
was shown for stocks was associated 
with the reaction in wheat and corn. 
The preliminary figures of the currency 
movement indicate large receipts and 
smaller shipments than last week, so 
that the week’s loss to the subtreasury, 
which includes the payments for the gold 
exported, has been more than offset, 
providing a net gain in cash of nearly 
$2,000,000.
